Deduction for Losses Other than 


From Sale or Exchange of 
Capital Assets 
Deductions for losses are divid- 
ed into four classes, and to be al- 
lowed must follow closely the word- 
ing of the income-tax law. Losses 
are deductible if incurred: (1) in 
the taxpayer’s trade, business, or 
profession; (2) in any transaction 
entered into for profit; (3) from 
fires, storms, or from theft; and 

(4) from wagering transactions. 

Business losses result, usually, 
from the purchase and sale of mer- 
chandise. Such losses usually are 
ascertained by means of inventor- 
ies, which are required whenever 
in the opinion of the Commission- 
er of Internal Revenue their use 
is necessary to determine the in- 
come of any taxpayer. 

The term “transaction entered in- 
to for profit,’ means any kind of 
business proposition. For example, 
a taxpayer purchases an automo- 


purposes, and which is sold at a 
loss. As this is a business propo- 
ition from start to finish, the loss 
is deductible, subject to the limi- 
tations of Section 117 as amended. 
But if he had purchased the au- 
tomobile to be used for pleasure 
or convenience, the deduction would 
not be allowed; it was not a trans- 
action entered into for profit. 

A loss sustained in the theft of 
an automobile purchased for plea- 
sure of convenience is deductible, 
as it falls in class three. If, be- 
cause of faulty driving but not of 
“willful negligence,” an automobile 
maintained for pleasure is damag- 
ed, the taxpayer may claim the 
loss sustained, as it comes within 
the meaning of the word ‘“casual- 
ty.” Where damages result from 
the faulty driving of an automobile 
with which the automobile of the 
taxpayer collides, the loss occasion- 
ed the taxpayer likewjse is deduct- 
ible.

WASHINGTON (lP) — Opponents 
of the British aid bill charged to- 
day in a senate report that the 
measure “makes of the chief execu- 
tive a dictator and, worse, a dicta- 
tor with the power to take us into 
war.” bs 

A foreign relations committee mi- 
nority report was presented by Sen. 
Hiram W. Johnson, R., Calif., in 
behalf of the bill’s opponents just 
as they began their debate against 
the bill on the senate floor. ; 

“There is no need for additional 
aid to Britain,” the minority said. 
“Britain is receiving—and will con- 
tinue to receive—all aid necessary 
that can with a due regard to our 
safety be accord. 


The report characterized Wendell 
L. Willkie’s testimony in favor of 
the bill as a “one-man Circus in- 
tended to influence our citizens.” 

Simultaneously, Sen. Scott Lucas, 
D., 0., an administration support- 
er, suggested a new compromise 
that would provide for a six mem- 
ber congressional board to consult 
with the President om arms trans- 
actions.

Greeks Maintain Silence

| Greece today faced the necessity 
| Of an early decision whether to fight 
on against both Italy and Germany 
with what aid Britain can give her 
or get out of the war on as good 
terms as she can obtain. 

This was the dilemma which ap- 
peared to emerge from the startl- 
ing Bulgarian-Turkish non-aggres- 
sion agreement, another product, 
according to indications, of Ger- 
man-Soviet diplomacy. 

The Balkans generally felt that 
the agreement removes the threat 
of Turkish intervention in support 
of Greece if and when Nazi troops 
cross Bulgaria and appear on the 
Greek frontier. 

Some London sources continued to 
insist that Turkey still might fight 
but they were able to back up their 
theory with few concrete details. 

Turkish censorship was so tight 
that there was little direct news of 
Ankara’s attitude. However, Bul- 
garian sources in Istanbul insisted 
that the agreement was proposed by 
the Turks and originally contained 
an offer of Turkish military assist- 

ance if Bulgaria promised to resist 
invasion. The Bulgarians, however, 
declined to promise to resist and 
| the military offer was dropped. 

The Greeks maintained silence as 
to what action they will take if the 
German troops appear on the Sa- 
lonika front and the Reich demands 
that they make peace with Italy or 
face a joint attack.

isn’t what Federal Union, Incorpo- 
rated. wants. It wants to merge the 
whole collection into an all and ex- 
clusively English-speaking United 
States. 

Now, who'd be the executive 
head of the concern? And who and 
what and where would its congress 
or parliament or what-you-may- 
call-it be? 

President or King? 

Would the amalgamation . jointly 
elect a president-over-all or pick 
out a hereditary king? Would it 
choose its supreme legislative body 
in the same fashion? 

unaer the contemplated merger 
{t appears that the president of the 
U. S. A. would have the federated 
status of a mere state governor 
and congress that of a state legis- 
lature only. And the king of Eng 
land would lapse into the rating: 
of just a sub-king, with a collective 


president or some other boss exec- | 


utive ranking him. Parliament 
would become nothing but a local 
legislature, too. The British do- 
minions’ respective governments 
like vise would be defated mate- 
rially. 

A federation, as distinguished 
from just a treaty arrangement, 
certainly would have to have a cen- 
tral authority overhead. We surely 
never would consent to recognition 
of the English king and parlia- 
ment as that kind of an authority 
over us. And, just as surely, the 
English wouldn't subordinate their 
king and parliament to our presi- 
dent and congress. I doubt that the 
British dominions would submit to 
a like subordination, either, but it’s 
a cinch that neither we nor the 
English would, anyway. 

Well, then, our federation would 
have to have a collectively-selected 
chief executive and legislature and 
maybe courts also. 

And when we (the entire British- 
American alignment of us) came 
to making these selections, the 
British would be as much entitled to 
votes as ourselves And perhaps a 
British executive chief and legisla- 
tive majority would win Is it like- 
ly that we'd stand for that? Or 
that the British would stand for it 
if we won? 


Free Trade? 


Moreover, if our English-speak- 
ing union's constitution'’s to be a 
copy of our Yankee one, we'll have 
to have free trade among us and no 
immigration restrictions. 

And what about our Pan-Amer- 
ican policy? 

Federal Union, Incorporated, 
doesn’t figure on taking the new 
world Latin countries into the fam- 
ily, for English isn't their language 
and this thing. tf put across, is to 
be an English-speaking federation. 
Besides, it’s to be a fegeration of 
democracies, and several of the 
Latin Americas are democratic 
nominally alone. 

In short, the whole idea’s cock- 
eyed, our executive and legislative 
eritics of it say. 

Nevertheless, it makes considers 
able noise. :
